have laid the 
blame entirely 
on his parents.

Hear this Eliphaz mocking 
holiness. Where did he get his 
knowledge on this subject? I 
do not know from what source, 
it may have been as_ Brother 
Payne, says sometimes, “he ate 
too many beans for supper and 
had bad dreams.” Eliphaz says, 
“A thing was secretly brought 
to me, * * * in thoughts from 
the visions of the night, when 
deep sleep falleth on men * * * 
and I heard a voice, saying, 
‘Shall morta] man be more just 
than God’?”—Vs. 12-19. 


All the accusation that this 
man could bring against Job 
could not make him. believe that 
sin was the cause of his trouble, 
but the Scripture says, that Job 
retained his integrity. 

Visions and revelations 
though mysterious enough to 
make the hair stand on the 
head, a& in the case of Eliphaz, 
will néver make the writer be- 
lieve that sickness comes to ev- 
ery man as a result of sin alone. 
Doubtless God permits sickness 
and suffering to come to some 
because of sin. He doubtless 
lallows the enemy to attack 
some because of sin in order to

They can only get in touch as 
some real servantofGod goes to 
them with a real testimony of 
healing or shows them what the 
Word says about it. 

If God lets us_ suffer some- 
times to bring us to a greater 
faith we should praise Him for 
it, then let our light shine by 
praying for and helping others.
